Helicopter pilot Maj. Chris Charl¬ 
ton can’t wait to get his hands on 
the new Cyclone delivered to 12 
Wing Shearwater earlier this 
month. 

“It is indeed the right aircraft,” 
said Charlton, who has flown Sea 
Kings for the past 23 years. 

“This is going to be one of the 
top two or three aircrafts in the 
world for the search and rescue job, 
the anti-submarine job, and the job 
of looking for pirates.” 

Defence Minister Peter MacKay 
looked over Cyclone 804 before a 
press conference on Thursday. He 
said this aircraft will be used for 
ground crew training first before 
the air crews train with it later this 
summer. 

But it is still the property of the 
manufacturer, Sikorsky, until the 
Department of National Defence 
takes possession of it. 

The first Cyclone is expected to 
become Canadian property later 
this summer and will start inte¬ 
gration as a test aircraft. Then start¬ 
ing in June, 2012 the 28 “final con¬ 
figuration” Cyclones will start arriv¬ 
ing in the countiy at a rate of one

a month to slowly replace the Sea 
Kings. 


“I suspect many men and 
women in uniform never thought 
they’d see this day finally come 
when Canada flies a new maritime 
helicopter to replace our aging Sea 
Kings,” MacKay said. 

He mentioned the political 
delays in the ’90s when the former 
Liberal government backed out of 
Sea King replacement program. But 
there were also three delays in 
delivering the first test aircrafts 
from Sikorsky. 

Although he hasn’t flown the 
Cyclone yet, Charlton said it’s like 
the difference between driving a 
50-year-old car and brand new one. 

“This new aircraft has a sensor 
suite that is three or four genera¬ 
tions ahead of the Sea King,” he 
said.

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Council to decide on relaxed parking ban

It’s up to Halifax regional 
council to decide whether 
or not to enact a trial peri¬ 
od that would relax tick¬ 
eting during the 
overnight winter parking 
ban. 

Under the trial period, 
proposed Thursday in a 
report by HRM’s Director 
of Transportation Ken 
Reashor to the municipal¬ 
ity’s standing committee 
on transportation, mo¬ 
torists would only be tick¬ 


eted if they leave their ve¬ 
hicles on the road during 
a “snow (or) ice event.” 

It would fall to the mu¬ 
nicipality to communi¬ 
cate to residents when 
such an event is forecast, 
as well as when they can 
park on the street again 
after the event. 

In other words: resi¬ 
dents would be responsi¬ 
ble for checking nightly 
to see if the ban is in ef¬ 
fect, and if it’s not, they

can park on the street. 

Reashor estimated the 
change in the ban would 
cost about $80,000 a year 
in police overtime. 


That number, however, 
is contingent on a num¬ 
ber of variables, including 
compliance with the re¬ 
laxed ban and the num¬ 
ber of snow events over 


the season. 

“(Police) indicated it 
could be within that 
range. But again, this is a 
pilot,” Reashor said.

Nova Scotians not the

Nova Scotia’s finance min¬ 
ister accused the Canadian 
Taxpayer’s Federation of 
“misrepresenting” his de¬ 
partment’s figures on taxa¬ 
tion levels in the province. 

Graham Steele said it is 
“simply not true” Nova 
Scotians pay the highest 
total taxes in Canada. 

CTF Atlantic Director 
Kevin Lacey drew media at¬ 
tention this week to an 
overview of Nova Scotia’s 
tax system, prepared by 
the finance department 
and posted to their website 
without fanfare around 
budget day. 

One graph of the 129- 
page overview showed 
that, relative to GDP, Nova 
Scotians pay the highest

total taxation — that is, to 
all three levels of govern¬ 
ment — in the country. 

But Steele said that 


number can be mislead¬ 
ing. 

“Here’s the simplest 
way for me to explain it: 
You have two provinces, 
that have exactly the same 
taxation, the smaller 
province is going to have a 
higher percentage of taxa¬ 
tion to GDP,” said Steele. 
“The graph doesn’t tell you 
anything about levels of 
taxation.” 

Steele pointed to a more 
favourable statistic — on a 
per capita basis, Nova Sco¬ 
tia ranks in the middle of 
the pack. 

But Lacey charged 
Steele with the exact same 
sin — putting his own spin 
on the numbers. 

“The minister is looking 
for any way around what 
he knows is true,” Lacey 
said Thursday. “The num¬ 
bers speak for themselves.” 


No money, no talks, nurses say 


The union representing 
2,300 nurses in Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s largest health district 
says there will be no 
further negotiations 
aimed at averting a possi¬ 
ble strike unless the 
provincial government of¬ 
fers them more money. 

The province’s health 
minister said Capital 
Health is making contin¬ 
gency plans in the event 
nurses walk off the job in 
the next few weeks.

The union has rejected 
Capital Health’s offer of an 
annual one per cent 
increase over two years. 

A conciliator is expect¬ 
ed to file a report within a 
week, triggering a two- 
weelc countdown to a legal 
strike position. 

Union president Joan 
Jessome said the nurses 
don’t want to strike, but 
they’re willing to. 

“The one-per-cents 
don’t cut it. They can’t 
make ends meet.”

They may look like bare- 
bones, small apartments 
but to the residents who 
will live there, they mean 
freedom, dignity and a sec¬ 
ond chance. 

For the first time in the 
Atlantic region, the Salva¬ 
tion Army has installed 16 
apartment units in their 
shelter complex on 
Creighton Street. 

It is independent hous¬ 
ing for people who are 
considered hard to house, 
have addictions or disabili¬ 
ties, and experience home¬ 
lessness, said Maj. Ross 
Bungay, executive director 
of the Halifax Centre of 
Hope. 

“Six months in a resi¬ 
dential (shelter) program is

like being on life support 
and why would you get off 
life support and run a 
marathon?” he said, 
adding the apartments are 
a gentler transition into 
the community. 

The Booth Place Apart¬ 
ments are a $1,375 million 
project funded by the fed¬ 
eral government and dona¬ 
tions to the Salvation 
Army. 


When interviewing po¬ 
tential tenants, Bungay 
asked what the apartment 
would mean to them. On 
Thursday he read aloud a 
few of the answers to the 
crowd gathered for the 
project’s grand opening. 

“It will mean my own 
bathroom, the chance to 
cook again, and the next 
step in a new life,” Bungay 
read. 

“An improvement of op¬ 
portunity and an improve¬ 
ment of life, that’s what 
this afternoon is really all 
about.” 

This floor in the com¬ 
plex was storage area be¬ 
fore it was converted into 
apartments. The other 
floors contain a 40-bed 
shelter, a half-way house, 
an emergency respite and 
an addictions program.

Gen. Ratko Mladic, the 
brutal Bosnian Serb mili¬ 
tary commander suspected 
of leading the bloody mas¬ 
sacre of 8,000 Muslim men 
and boys, was arrested in a 
raid Thursday in Serbia af¬ 
ter years in hiding, the 
country’s president said. 

The arrest, which comes 
16 years after Mladic was 


indicted by the UN war 
crimes tribunal for geno¬ 
cide, could be a jolt for Ser¬ 
bia’s lagging efforts to join 
the European Union. 

Serbia has been under 
intense pressure from the 
international community 
to catch Europe’s most 
wanted war crimes suspect 
and the EU has insisted on 


his arrest as a condition 
for its membership bid. 

UN prosecutors have 
said they believed the sus¬ 
pect in the worst massacre 
in Europe since the Second 
World War was hiding in 
Serbia under the protec¬ 
tion of hardliners who con¬ 
sider him a hero.

Tornado watches withdrawn 


As emergency workers in 
Joplin, Mo., searched

neighbours rescued her 
Sunday. When The Associ¬ 
ated Press told Adams she 
was on the missing list, she 
laughed and said, “Get me 
off of there!”

Google Inc. launched its bid 
to dominate a world where 
the smartphone has re¬ 
placed the wallet as the 
container for credit cards, 
coupons and receipts. 

The Internet search and 
advertising company faces 
tough competition from 
cellphone companies and 
Visa, which all want to play 
a central role in tying to¬ 
gether phones, retailers 
and banks into a new pay¬ 
ment system. 

Google said Thursday 
that it’s launching a trial of 
its payment system in San 
Francisco and New York in 
co-operation with Master- 
Card and Citibank.

LONDON. A group of 
researchers claims it has 
found the most distant 
explosion ever detected, 
a pulse of high-energy 
radiation sent by a disin¬ 
tegrating star near the 
veiy edge of the observ¬ 
able universe. 

The stellar blast was 
first spotted by a NASA 
satellite in April 2009, 
but researchers 
announced Wednesday 
that they have since 
gathered data placing it 
more than 13-billion 
light years away — 
meaning the event took 
place when the universe 
was still in its infancy. 

Andrew Levan, one of 
the scientists behind the 
discovery, said this blast 
from the past blew open 
a window into the 
universe’s early years, 
showing that massive 
stars were already dying 
within the first few hun¬ 
dred million years of the 
birth of the universe. 

This particular explo¬ 
sion wasn’t a supernova 
but a gamma ray burst, 
the name given to a 
short but powerful pulse 
of high-energy radiation. 
Such bursts, thought to 
result from the collapse 
of massive stars into 
black holes, shoot jets of 
energy across the 
universe.

O One of Hollywood’s biggest stars, Depp has so many great movies it’s hard to narrow it 
down to just five O A pair of Edwards start off the list that shows how big the actor’s range is 


Johnny Depp is back in the 
scarves, jewels and eyelin¬ 
er, bumbling his way from 
one adventure to the next 
as the insouciant Capt. 
Jack Sparrow in Pirates of 
the Caribbean: On 
Stranger Tides. It’s the 
fourth movie in the mon¬ 
strously popular Disney 
franchise and it’s given 
Depp one of his signature 
characters. The fourth Pi¬ 
rates movie is already 
burning up the box office 
so expect more Jack Spar¬ 
row in the future. 

But the 47-year-old 
actor and three-time Oscar 
nominee is one of the 
most versatile performers 
of his generation, immers¬ 
ing himself fully and 
believably in every role he 
takes. So here’s a look at 
Depp’s five best perform¬ 
ances — although it would 
have been hard to choose 
the five best from the 
work he’s done with Tim 
Burton alone.

Edward Sdssorhands 
1990 

The first of Depp's collab¬ 
orations with Burton, who 
would go on to become 
his frequent director and 
good friend. The seeds 
were planted here for one 
of Depp's key on-screen 
personalities: the quirky- 
f u n ny-a wkwa rd-s weet 
misfit. 

He's all that and so 
much more as the title 
character, the creation of 
an inventor who died be¬ 
fore his work was 
complete, leaving Edward 
to fend for himself in the 
outside world with 
scissors for hands. He's ini¬ 
tially feared, but then his 
gentle demeanour wins 
over the bored residents 
of a tacky suburban 
enclave, including the 
beautiful teenager Kim 
(Winona Ryder). 

It's a whimsical and 
dark fairy tale, and Depp's 
delicate performance is 
just heartbreaking. I cry 
every time I watch it. 


Ed Wood 
1994 

Depp's next film with 
Burton was the hilarious, 
sorta-true, black-and- 
white biopic about the di¬ 
rector Ed Wood, who 
achieved cult status by fa¬ 
mously making some of 
the worst films known to 
mankind, including Plan 
9 From Outer Space and 
Glen or Glenda. 

Depp infused the per¬ 
formance with the clue¬ 
less, cheery optimism of 
a would-be auteur. But in 
portraying Wood's secret 
inner life — his proclivity 
for dressing in women’s 
clothing — he also found 
a sweetness and a sensi¬ 
tivity. 

You get the feeling 
that Depp (and Burton) 
were never making fun of 
Wood, but rather 
saluting him with an af¬ 
fectionate homage. 


Pirates of the 
Caribbean: The Curse 
of the Black Pearl 
( 2003 ) 

The first time he played 
the role of Capt. Jack 
Sparrow, it was a startling 
thing to behold. He 
seemed kinda drunk and 
vaguely effeminate, out 
of control yet always on 
top of his game. 

Depp was clearly chan¬ 
neling Keith Richards 
(who would show up in 
later installments in a 
cameo as Jack's dad), and 
yet he had created an in¬ 
delible figure that was 
entirely his own. It was 
unpredictable, and that 
was thrilling. The first Pi¬ 
rates movie earned Depp 
the first of his three best- 
actor nominations. Now 
the novelty has long 
since worn off, but Jack 
can still be a kick. 


Sweeney Todd: 

The Demon Barber 
of Fleet Street 
( 2007 ) 

Back with Burton, Depp 
earned his third best-ac¬ 
tor Oscar nomination for 
playing the title character 
in this film adaptation of 
Stephen Sondheim's 
revered musical. He and 
co-star Helena Bonham 
Carter aren't exactly 
singing — they're really 
acting the music most of 
the time — but that 
makes the whole experi¬ 
ence feel even more 
frightening. 

Still, in playing a 
vengeful barber who slits 
his customers' throats, 
Depp took on the kind of 
challenging role that's 
become his trademark; 
he can do anything, and 
he makes it look easy. 
With his shock of black- 
and-white hair and an 
obsessed look in his dark¬ 
ened eyes, Depp's Todd 
could be a long-lost, evil 
relative of Edward 
Sdssorhands. 


Rango 

( 2011 ) 

With an honourary men¬ 
tion for Tim Burton's 
Corpse Bride (2005). 
These animated films re¬ 
veal Depp's ability to 
provide a rich characteri¬ 
zation, even when you 
can’t see him. 

In Rango, he lends his 
voice as a quick-talking 
lizard with a flair for the 
theatrical. Dumped in the 
tiny desert town of Dirt, 
this domesticated pet 
reinvents himself as Ran¬ 
go, and he’s one tough 
hombre. 

Depp is wonderfully 
goofy here; he sounds 
playful and free. In the 
gorgeous and strange 
Corpse Bride, a wonder 
of stop-motion animation 
and digital technology, 
Depp dials it down to 
play a young man who’s 
shy, skittish and subdued, 
but just as fully fleshed 
out as any human being 
he’s portrayed through¬ 
out his varied career.

Not because of anything 
onscreen, but because of his 
remarks at a press confer¬ 
ence claiming (in a badly 
conceived joke) that he felt 
some sympathy for Adolf 
Hitler. 

Von Trier has been con¬ 
trite, but he must know 
that on some level, any pub¬ 
licity is good publicity, and 
the combination of contro¬ 
versy and a stariy cast — in¬ 
cluding Kirsten Dunst, who

It’s summer music festival 
season, which means hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of con¬ 
cert-goers will herd into 
dusty fields or the wet 
grass and pass out from a 
combination of heat ex¬ 
haustion and over-in¬ 
dulging. Fun! But don’t let 
it happen to you. There are 
a few key do’s and don’ts 
to make the most of out¬ 
door shows this summer. 

Frank Bombaci Sr. is the 
organizer of the third an¬ 
nual B.O.M.B. Fest, taking 
place this May in Hartford, 
Conn. With marquee acts 
like Weezer, Snoop Dogg, 
Wiz Khalifa and Best Coast 
playing, we figured we 
could trust him to share 
some of his tips to do festi¬ 
vals right. 

Plan ahead 

“You want to get to the 
event early and stake out 
some good strategic 
spots,” says Bombaci. 
“With a festival like ours, 
there is so much music 
and multiple stages, you 
should look at the sched¬ 
ule and map out your 
strategies. Anchoring your 
day around the one band 
you definitely need to see 
will help you figure out 


what you have time to 
check out elsewhere.” 


Don’t lurk by 
the main stage 

“Pay attention to all the 
stages and really give 
those artists the opportu¬ 
nity to be heard. At the 
smaller stages the music is 
phenomenal, even if lots 
of times people don’t real¬ 
ly know who they are,” he 
says. “They might be head¬ 
lining next year, so now’s 
your chance to see them 
up close.” 


What to carry in 

“It’s always good to bring a 
rain jacket,” says Bom¬ 
baci. “You never know 
when the rain gods 
are gonna open up a 
bit.” Actually, yes 
you do. During 
every outdoor con¬ 
cert ever! Another 
tip: Lots of festivals, 
like B.O.M.B., have re¬ 
laxed the restrictions 
on bringing water 
into the venue, but 
not all. Find out 
ahead of time what 
you can bring. And, 
it’s obvious but 
worth noting: 

“Don’t forget to 
bring sunscreen,” 
Bombaci. “You watch peo¬ 
ple over the course of the

Don t cut Grammy 
categories, music 
coalition urging

A coalition of musicians is 
demanding the Recording 
Academy restore more than 
30 categories cut from the 
Grammy Awards, alleging 
the reductions unfairly tar¬ 
get ethnic music and were 
done without the input of 
its thousands of members. 

A protest was planned 
Thursday in Beverly Hills, 
Calif., at an academy board 
meeting. It is part of a cam¬ 
paign by those upset by last 
month’s decision to reduce 
the Grammy fields, which 
this year totalled 109, to 78. 

Grammy President and 
CEO Neil Portnow said 
changes would be in effect 
for the 2012 Grammys. But 
protesters hope the process 
could be reversed in time 
for next year’s Grammy cer¬ 
emony if at least one board 
member asks the academy 
to reconsider. 


“I believe the 
Grammys have 
done a disservice to

We spend so much time 
researching and searching 
for the next big song/al¬ 
bum/artist that we don’t 
spend enough time actual¬ 
ly savouring music any¬ 
more. This is why so many 
people rely on recommen¬ 
dations from friends, cura¬ 
tors and algorithms. 

Some have found salva¬ 
tion in various apps for 
their smartphones and 
tablets. Here are a few of 
my favourites. 

Discovr (iPod touch, 
iPhone, iPad, Android; 
$0.99): Fire up the app 
and enter the name of an 


artist you like in the search 
field. Suddenly, the screen 
blossoms into what looks 
like a molecule with that 
first artist at the nucleus.

Sporting values under siege

and health called Game 
Misconduct: Violence, 
Abuse and Young Athletes 
raises a lot of questions 
about sport and where it’s 
heading these days. 

Against a backdrop 
where professional role 
models of fun and games 
are proving themselves to 
be dopers and cheaters on 
myriad levels, and where 
the best and brightest 
stars are frequently 
injured, the foundation 


values of sport are under 
siege. 

Yes, we are watching 
more sport on TV and con¬ 
suming it across multi¬ 
platforms, but are we 
engaging in sport on an 
active level, doing it for 
the right reasons and in 
the proper way? 

“Physical inactivity 
causes 50,000 deaths in 
Canada per year,” says Dr. 
Doug Richards, the team 
physician for the U of T 
Varsity Blues and director 
of the university’s sport 
medicine clinic. 

“Sport and physical ac¬ 
tivity should be healthy. 
There are risks yes, but 
sport needs to make 
games safer. If I have one 
more parent come to me 
and tell me their 
concussed son or daugh¬ 
ter is ready to play too 
soon, I’m going to lose it.” 

Who is sport for and 


why should it matter? 

Isn’t it about honest 
competition between 
rivals at the height of 
their powers and enjoying 
what famed hockey goal- 
tender Ken Dryden once 
called the magic of play? 
Isn’t sport supposed to be 
at least partly about fun 
and personal growth? 

Given the epidemic cor¬ 
ruption and violence in 
the current sporting envi¬ 
ronment, there is cause 
for concern. 

“Often these days the 
magnitude of victory is 
determined by the extent 
to which your opponent is 
incapacitated,” says 
Richards. 

Dr. Gretchen Kerr 
focuses her research on 
the psychological health 
of young people and child 
maltreatment in sport. 

She also serves as the ha¬ 
rassment officer for Gym¬ 


nastics Canada. 

“Why did we banish 
corporal punishment in 
schools decades ago but 
allow it to continue in 
sport?” says Kerr. 

“There is no national 
and universal regulatory 
body for coaching. Imag¬ 
ine any other profession 
that deals with children 
not having such a body.” 

Worrisome is the 
extent to which young 
and talented athletes in 
this countiy are being ex¬ 
ploited. The focus is on 
high performance, and at 
an incredibly early age 
too, and many are being 
treated as property to be 
owned and traded. There 
is now a high risk of 
injury in children’s sport 
and the dropout rate of 
gifted athletes is climbing. 

Sport for the sake of 
sport seems to be 
struggling to survive.
